I called attention, in my report for 1875,-to the pressing 
necessity for a State Land Commissioner, and the Legislature 
very wisely created the office, and your Excellency is to be 
congratulated for being so fortunate in selecting a man so emi- 
nently qualified to fill the position. The subject of land titles 
' is very intricate, and important to the State and citizen, and 
both having suffered so.much in the past from either inatten- 
tion or ignorance, saying nothing of the fraud that has been 
permitted to find its way on so many patents, that I would, 
therefore, suggest the propriety of establishing a Land De- 
partment entirely -separate from allothers, and the Commis; 
sioner given complete control over tbe whole matter. It would. 
aid and facilitate individuals in making purehases or proving 
their titles, and would be of great benefit, generaily, to the 
State. 

With this report, my official term expires, in accordance with 


. the constitution.
